Business men in Upland are 
“up in arms’’ about receiving 
letters informing them they have 
non-conforming signs which are 
illegal and must be removed or 
greatly modified, 

Nearly al! business in the Foot- 
hill poabeeana and Euclid avenue 
areas are affected, 

The downtown merchants did 
not receive the letter. 

The controversy which has 
raged on and off for three years 
broke out again when almost all 
businessmen received letters 
from Earl Shafer, senior build- 
ing inspector, telling them their 
Signs did not conform, and must 
be removed or modified, Most 
were hit by having non-conform- 
ing identification signs and oth- 
ers by size of their signs, 

Shafer said the letters were 
sent Out at this time because he 
had finally obtained secretarial 
help to do them, He said the or- 
dinance had passed two years 
ago, 

As to why the downtown mer- 
chants were not included in the 
survey, he said it was because 
he was told they were going to 
set up their own code and that 
he was just to conduct the sur- 
vey in Other parts of town, 

He said that the ordinance af- 
fects anyone who has moved to 
another building or establishes 
new business,

For the second time in less 
than a year, the members of the 
city council were reluctant to 
grant a conditional use permit 
for a restaurant On the south 
side of Foothill boulevard, 

The matter came up at Mon- 
day night’s council meeting when 
Jack Curry of the Western Fran- 
chising Construction Company, 
representing Minnie Pearl's 
Chicken~ Beef restaurant ap- 
peared at a public hearing, 

Because of legal difficulties 
with the land on the west, the 
company had changed its origin-~ 
al plan to locate the building in 
anel shape to a horseshoe shape 
that would wrap around MacDon- 
ald’s, 

Since the original Conditional 
Use Permit was for the ell 
shaped building, the formal hear- 
ing had to be postponed, and the 
matter after considerable dis- 
cussion was referred back to the 
Plenning Commission, 

In the informal hearing, the 
council members were divided 
as to the action to be taken, 
Councilman James Christensen 
said he saw nothing wrong with 
establishing two restaurants 
there, ‘‘It is zoned for Highway 
Commercial and should be uti- 
lized,”” 

Councilman Max Hawkins 
agreed with him and said the 
land must be used to the best ad- 
vantage, 

Mayor George Gibson said he 
had petitions from homeowners 
in the area who protested another 
restaurant, It was also his opini- 
on that some other commercial 
business was better for the area 
than another restaurant, 

The only successful retaurant 
to locate in that area has been 
MacDonald’s, To do 80 they had 
to modify their building to con- 
form with city standards, 

Taco Bell restaurant ippli- 
cants Were unsuccessful last year 
in obtaining a CUP, 

The Planning Commission is 
expected to hear the second re- 


quest for the Minnie Pearl CUP 
at their next meeting On April

must be removed or modified, 

‘We must review this ordinance to even out any 
injustices, However, I’m not —. anything is 
wrong with the present ordinance, We 
view to see what's needed,’’ 

Mayor George Gibson said, ‘Our ordinance is 
more liberal than the one in Claremont, We should 
ask citizens to be on the review committee, This 
type of thing takes a lot of study, I don’t believe 
the success or failure of a business depends on the 
size of the sign, | think large signs lead to larger 


Councilwoman Zella Stone said, ‘*Many feel signs 
are conducive to success of their enterprise and we 
should review the ordinance,"’ 

Councilman James Christensen said, ‘‘It is quite 
obvious some areas of the ordinance need review.”” 

The committee to review the sign ordinance will 
be appointed by Mayor Gibson and will include 
representatives of the city, chamber, council, 
general public, architectural commission, plan- 
ning commission, and business license office, No

Brigge sald he plans 
to introduce two bills into

The two measures were 
the regult of an intensive 
investigation by Briggs’ 
legislative staff over a 
period af six months 
covering more than 5,000 
miles from San Diego to 
Yroka, 


Briggs said his staff 
Visited more than 50k 
of the cattle centers 
the state, 


The Fullerton law- 
maked became interested 
in the need for updated 
regulations governing the 
meat processors after the 
arrest a@ year ago of an 
individual who was diver- 
ting adulterated meat to 
retail meat markets for 
human congurnption, 

Police from the City 
of Chino in Briggs’ dis- 
trict had arrested the 
person who was subse- 
quently convicted of sell~ 
ing the bad meat, 

"My investigation 
showed that there were 
numerous cases of diver- 
ting meat unfit for hu- 
Mans or pets to retail 
markets,"’ Briggs said, 

The legislator said he 
found that only a amall 
amount of cattle which 
had died by reasons other 
than slaughtering were 
being shipped to the ren- 
dering plants, 

“Apparently the cows 
either stopped dying or 
the bad meat was being 
diverted to the public 
markets and sold aa pet 
food or wholesome beef", 
he said, 

His investigation prov- 
ed there was an obvious 
need to set down guide- 
Lines in meat inapection 
and enforcement and his 
two proposals are ex- 
pected to accomplish this, 

“The proposed mea- 
sures," Briggs said, 
‘would make the diver- 
sion of uninspected meat 
into human channels more 
difficult thereby guaran~ 
teeing a wholsome pro- 
duct for both California 
citizens and their pets,” 

The bills would also 
improve the competitive 
position of California 
Slaughtors, processors 
ami renderers, Briggs 
said, wherebv all out of- 
state importers would 
have to be Mcensed and 
such importers would 
have to conform to Cali- 
fornia standards, 

Briggs said the mea- 
sure would give clear 
guldelines to the state 
public health and agricul- 
ture departments which 
now regulate the proces- 
Sing and sale of meat 
and pet food, 

“During the drafting af 
the bills,"’ Briggs said, 
“Il worked closely with 
the two state agencies 
who gave me a great deal 
of help and direction in 
establishing clear guide- 
lines to make enforce- 
ment easier and make 
the laws less confusing 
for the industry,"’ 

One of the specific in- 
tents of the bills is to 
Show that the Legislature 
is intensely interested in 
regulating meat products 
whether through state or 
federal lawa,

The impactor type me- 
chanical grape harvester 
tested in the Bakersfield 
area the past two aea- 
sons will exhibit im- 
provements as the result 
of an extra seasons de- 
velopment when it returns 
to the vineyards this fall, 

This additional season 
of experience is being 
provided currently in the 
vineyards of South Aus- 
tralia, 

Wallace Johnson, pre- 
sident of Up-Right Har- 
vesters, who recently re- 
turned from a three week 
trip to New Zealand and 
Australia indicates that 
mechanization of grape 
harvest has spread tothis 
Southern Hemisphere 
continent, His visit in 
Australia coincided with 
the arrival of the first 
mechanical harvester in 
Australia, an Up-~ Right 
machine, which will be 
used by CSIRO (the Com- 
monwealth Scientific and 
industrial Research Or- 
ganization) for fostering 
the viticultural methods 
which will enable Auatra~ 
Man vineyardists to con- 
vert to mechanical har- 
vesting, 

Interest is keen among 
Australian and New Zea- 
land grape growers to 
convert, reports Johnson, 
and the availability of this 
machine for commercial 
trials on the types of 
grapes successfully har- 
vested in the USA during 
the 1968 harveat season 
is an incentive to a num~« 
ber of growers to trellis 
a total of several hun- 
dred acres in prepara- 
tion for the 1970 Austra- 
lian harvest season, 

While in Adelaide, 
South Australia, the prin- 
Cipal grape growing state, 
Johnson conferred with 
officials of Century Pro- 
ducts Pty, Ltd, Up- 
Right’s Licensee in Aus- 
tralia to manufacture the 
patented UP ~~ RIGHT 
duplex trellis, Mr. J.A, 
Heaslip, Chairman of 
Century, has tooled their 
factory for the masse pto- 
duction of these trellises 
now 60 popular in the 
California vineyards, in 
preparation for the Aus- 
tralian pruning-trellising 
season in August ~ Sept. 
ember 1969, 

As Wallace Johnson 
Stated at the Wine Ad- 
visory Board meeting in 
Palm Springs last No- 
vember, the prime factor 
in Up-Right ® extending 
ite pioneering of me - 
chanical grape harvesting 
in California to Australia 
and New Zealand is to 
double the rate of pro~ 

ress in vineyard exper- 
ence during the develop 
ment period of this new 
method of harvesting wine 
grapes, By harvesting in 
the USA (in the northern 
hemisphere) in August- 
September-October, and 
by harvesting in Australia 
(in the southern hemis~- 
phere) in February ~ 
March-April, there can 
be cumulative fleld ex- 
perlence for almost six 
months per year, 

Dr, Peter May of CSIRO 
and Dr. Herbert Bar- 
rett of Illinois, on leave 
to CSIRO for this pro- 
ject, are in charge of 
the viticultural develop~ 
ment work to faoilitate 
mechanical harvesting, 
Experimental acreages of 
Sultana (Thompson Seed~ 
less), Clare Riesling, Ca- 
bernet pauvignon, Gren- 
ache, Shiraz, Semillon,

wires are spaced at var- 
ious heighta on one side 
of the poat, one wire is 
placed near the ground on 
the other side of the posts, 
The vines grow up these 
wires without any stakes 
or strings, End posts of 
concrete, braced strongly 
keep the wires taut, 
heads of the vines are

We refer you to the 
three school issues defeated in Los An zeles last week, 

And last, but most certainly not least, a worse date for holding 
Such an election could not have been selected, 

April 15 is the deadline for filing both state and federal income 
taxes, and the “‘taxpaupers”’ bank account and purse is well-emptied.
